only a partial debriefing ef Subject's general background and wartime experiences. 
The debriefing came to an abrupt end when Subject reported to| J he bad 

aooepted employment with a German agency, effective 1 September, at 1500 DMW per 
month. Subject was told by this German agency he oould continue to talk to the 
Americans, but only on his experiences in the USSR. 

2. Subject and/" parted good friends. Subjeot said that if this 

offer falls through for one reason or another, he would very much like to con- 
tinue his contact with the Americans. He was not given any means for recontaot- 

• ing us, but we feel certain that if he desires to seek us out, he would probably 
do so through [1 ...

3« On 1 AugustL j - spent about 6 hours with CARETINA again in Ludwigsburg 
and planned a breakdown of a debriefing to consist of CARETINA ' s autobiography, his re= 
lationship to the Heydriah assaslnation in Prague in 1942, structure of the German HK 
Kocanando in France, specific operational wo of the Germans and the R2.3, study of cases, 
viz doubling Kent, Trepper, etc,, German BP^lng techniques and successes, etc. This un= 
dertaking CARETINA began on 2 August while j J ran up to Frankfurt to report pregre 

4, On 3 August CARETINA spent the day with T J.. in the latter’s hotel (Raugh, 

Sophienstrasse 35, Stuttgart) working out CARETINA' s autobiography, his connection with 
the investigation of Ifeydrieh's assassination, .tu overallbirds^eye view of the work of 
Sonderkommando Rote Kapelle in Paris and a rough draft chart of the Kommando’s structure, 
CARETINA left happily that evening intending to return on 4 August although ho said he was 
expecting a visit from a "friend" some time on the 4tli or 5th and would not arrive in 
Stuttgart until after the morning’s mail arrived,

CARETINA mentioned that he had told the representative of the German 
service that ha had been talking with an American and asked him if he might continue; he 
was told he might even come to Frankfurt if Invited to discuss his experiences since 1945 
in the Soviet Union but he must not talk with the Americans about his Sonderkonjnando 
operations during the war.

L CARETIIJA was born 28 July, in (Berlin,, His father was an agricultural inspector 
and ms metier the daughter of a Sumer nod master craftsman,, Kc is of evangoliaal faith., 
On hiSyCarsnts request CARETINA left school at 1** in the "Untersekunda year” to become a 
voiucta^y^rainee in meqhani^a-ifith the purpose of becoming a mechanical engineer. Before 
1933 CARETJR?T~be- ljpgod -^rcr^ryoPtb group, the Christian Pathfinders, This experience irr* 
pressed him deeply and epeohd up, ho olairjs, an entirely new spiritual field of develop- 
ment, In this group hs was drawn into tee struggle against the antl-Qod Bovenwtlt of the 
CP and thus, from the age cf 20, he bad to come to grips with Communist ideology... Thence 
came a drive to study theology; after independent preparation CAKETIWA entered the 
Friedrich voft Bodelschwingh religious preparatory school in Bethel in 1933« He studied in 
Bethel, Breslau and Berlin for five semesters, during which he was a member of the 
’’Bekermende Kirche" and served 10 months in Infantry Regiment 29 in Cuban, finishing this

After a test period he became a criminal commissioner on 1 January 19**0# as well as a 
lifelong official with the Berlin Kripo, In the summer ©f 19*10 CARETIM was officially 
posted to the "Geheime Staatspolisei” for ariminal police duties, which included respon- 
sibilities in the following fields: information, prevention of sabotage in industry, of

1* Following the outbreak .of waft with the USSR on 22 June 19^1,, there was an 
immediate increase in sabotage acts in tho then Protectorate » CARETINA was Referent for 
sabotage protection in Bohemian armaments industry ana with five million Inhabitants to 
ocverj he was overnight not able ijo cope with the Increase in sabotage# With 'the' military’ 
staff assigned to him he could only record the cases which at times amounted to 30 or 
rcox-e daily: fires in supply depots# caused by the newest arson devices; fires in grain 

depots; in i»rood o>rp;>; 0 -; in plants; blasting of rail lines and of railway repair shops- 
and destruction of electric power lines and towers, etc.,

NA was called back into 
the Sipo. When he carac to Berlin, Mueller, a<?ad of Amt IV, called him and admitted • 
that CAESTINA 'a nlans fo r cooperatio n with Dschind ra liad beerL_ absolutely right * Because 
of tHe value of CARE3MA ,r s past reoommendationa and operations, it was planned to send 
him to Paris to take over the Sonderkommando Rote Kapelle, He was to set up the entire 
work entirely after Ms own judgement but he was at any cost to recruit and play back 
double agents, as the Germans did not have the strength merely to render Soviet existing 
networks inoperative, i*e», to put to wor k a n entire German DF‘ing force just to arrest 
Soviet agents* Mheller # s argument to CARETINA was that experience had shown him that as 
soon as a Soviet net v/as destroyed, the Soviets set up immediately one i k . two new ones *- 
to operate so as simply to expose nets could not be permitted in view of the bare 2,000 
officers and men the Germans could throw in to cover a population of 42,000,000* Two 
DF f ing companies (see chart), were assigned to the Kommando and CARETIMA was permitted to 
draw strength from all Army units; JOEL in tlie'Htahrmachtfuchrungeatab 11 would, in a pinch,, 

give any type of strength required. For a couple of months CAKEJINA made a study of 

cases in the German end of Rote Kapelle,. i.o., Schulze^Boysen and Scbellha groups ; these 
cases had just cots to an end with the arrest o xT the prncipal conspirators , Then in abou; 

March 19^3, CARBTIKA took over his new duties in Paris- 

2o His principal immediate tasks were the preparations for a big coup in Switzerland 
and further unearthing of agents, couriers ana sources in France, Belgium end Holland <, 

He pursued immediately a plan in preparation to kidnap from Switzerland all known members 
of Rad© *s net, the Rote Brel, but headquarters nixed £he plan because of possible reper-* 
missions with the Swiss, CARETIHA's first success was the breaking up of the internal ne** 
of the .French Conmmist Party with seven transmitters and a Center in Paris 0 Previous 
German agent playbacks to Moscow had run over many different links. CARETINA had, from 
his own experience and efforts in past months in Prague, learned that technically it v?as 
not possible to run playbacks through many Units. His decision v/as to select a few val" 
uable links and through them pass information of only top quality, information that would 
stand every test.

military information was mixed with political and economic so that the relationship was 
about 5CV-50* Political Information, at first only warily accepted by Moscow, proved to 
be a week or so ahead of information published in the outside world and the Soviets later 
accepted it greedily* Finally only three main links remained, the others being let go 
due to financial difficulties ^or which Moscow i'csen 1 was guilty. Financing was always 
dona in dollars through Switzerland and France, once through Bulgaria » £aoh time a cum 
of exactly $10,000 was transferred* 



3+ Of the three networks maintained, those of Trepper and Kent were the most 
valuable. Up to the end the Soviets never had any suspicion, according to CARETINA, of 
Kent’s being doubled, CARETINA felt Trepper bad been absolutely honest until he was able 
to escape in September 1943* The loss of Trepper v/as not such a great blow to the German* 
as it proved to them the secureness of other nets. Other playbacks were not harmed at al’,* 
By strictest separation of the individual transmitters, Kent f s transmitters for example 
had no contact, even of a personnel nature, with Trepper ? s transmitters or others* After 
a little time had elapsed following Trepper 7 s escape the Germans asked frxseov; what they 
should do about Trepper who r apparently" iuad flea the Gestapo, The reply from Men cow was 
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to avoid any further contact with Trepper. Thus Treppar was finished in all circles - 
with the Russians as well as the Germans. ~~ ■ ~ 



4. In order not to give the French CP, .which under nationalist disguise had taken 
a strong loading position in the French resistance, the possibility of setting up a now 
contact with Moscow by uncontrolled channels, the Geiiaans sot up their own French CP inter- 
net. CARETINA arranged for pro-Coiiraunist youngsters to be recruited and trained Illegally 
Paris as radio operators for existing nets and for the German-rigged net. The men thus 
trained by the Germans staffed in all seven transmitters which. CARE'TiNA placed in inter- 
esting points in France. They received their work program from the Gormans and the Center 
they thought they worn reporting to was an Allied Center,, actually of course’ Gaipian-con- 
trolled. Directed by CARETINA from Paris, this net worked excellently. C.AKETIIJA was in 

a position to observe and steer sabotage plans, the passing of intelligence and acts of 
terror ■» according to whether they were in agreement with Allied plans or not, they were 
agreed to or temporarily stopped by CARETINA. Raids on gasoline dumps, for example, were 
carried out by CARETINA 1 5 own Kommando, the risk being too great for the Germans to allow 
enemy nets to make the raids I The reputation of the "Allied Center” which worked bo well 
and effectively became widespread among Resistance groups. Thus the Germans were Informed 
oi English and American nilots shot down and Germans picked them up and conducted there to res

5. When the Allied invasion of Normandy began, CARETINA received in Paris the first 

enthusiastic radio messages: hello, we are free; the Allies have passed us, etc. When 

this happened CARETINA radioed to all Ms CP operators: ''Comrades, your center has not 

been an Allied center at all but has been Moscow. As true sons of the Cemra'inist Party 
stay at your posts and continue to transmit information for .we must know whether our 
capitalist Allies are fulfilling their duties. as allies." The operators all remained at 
their, positions as they were accustomed, says CARETINA,. to having Moscow think for them 
and give them direct orders. Thus C ARETINA had for a short £irae only however, a good 
network in the Allied rear. 



6. As the Americans closed in on Paris, CARETINA 's Sonderkommando withdrew into
